Bureau of Statistics. 


A Large Amount of Impor 


taut and Interesting

The report of Joseph Kimmo, jr. 


chief of the bureau of statistics, con 
:erning internal commerce in the 
United States, is ready. 


The following is a synopsis of th 


report: The growth of the traffic OL 
railroads is indicated by the fact that 
the total freight movements of three 
of the most important trunk Hues con- 
lecting the west with the seaboard 
ncreased from 10,898,989 tons in 1868 
a 25,272,765 tops in 1878. The aver- 
ige cost of transportation on ten o) 
he principal lines of the country fell 
p .7811-lOOpertonper mile in 1878. 
SeYen-eighths.of the surplus produc- 
ions of trans-Mississippi, north of the 
tate of^Arkansas, 
now cross the 


iissisaippi on railroads between St. 
jouis and St. Paul, and are transport- 
d directly east to markets in this 
'ountry and in foreign countries, 
during the year 1878 eastern ship- 
ments from St. Louis by rail exceeded 
southern shipments from that city by 
,he Mississippi river. The cities, of 
St. Louis and New Orleans were for- 
merly closely identified in almost all 
their trade interests, but they are now 
sharply at rivalry with respect to the 
rade of southern Missouri, and north- 
rn Louisiana, and a large portion of 
he trade .of Texas.

The cities of St. Louis, Louis- 
llle and Cincinnati now control at 
east two-thirds of the trade of those 
tates on general merchandise, and 
ave t therefore become their chief 
jmmereial enter post for this trade,

'he cities of St. Louis, Louisville and

INTERNAL COMMERCE. 


Synopsis of the Report of the 
Bureau of Statistics. 


A liar^re Amount of Impor- 
tant and Interesting^ 
Information. 


The report of Joseph Kim mo, jr., 
chief of the bureau of statistics, con- 
cerning internal commerce in the 
United States, is ready. 


The following is a synopsis of the 
report: The growth of the traffic on 
railroads is indicated by the fact that 
the total freight movements of three 
of the most important trunk lines con- 
necting the west with the seaboard 
increased from 10,898,989 tons in 1868 
to 25,272,755 tops in 1878. The aver- 
age cost of transportation on ten of 
the principal lines of the country fell 
to 73 11-100 per ton per mile in 1878. 
Seven-eighths of the surplus produc- 
tions of trans Mississippi, north of the 
state of ^Arkansas, 
now cross the 
Missisaippi on railroads between vSt. 
Louis and St. Paul, and are transport- 
^ directly east to markets in this 
country and in foreign countries. 
During the year 1878 eastern ship- 
ments from St. Louis by rail exceeded 
southern shipments from that city by 
the Mississippi river. The cities of 
St. Louis and New Orleans were for- 
merly closely identified in almost all 
their trade interests, but they are now 
sharply at rivalry with respect to the 
trade of southern Missouri, and north- 
ern Louisiana, and a large portion of 
the trade of Texas. The principal east 
and west trunk lines leading from the 
Atlantic seaboard, with their weste>n 
connections to Chicago, St. Louis, 
Louisville and Cincinn^ati, now con- 
stitute a most important avenue of 
trade in the country, and the trade 
currents which pass over them largely 
influence the course of our entire in- 
ternational commerce, as well as the 
course of our entire foreign trade with 
respect to the ports at which foreign 
goods are imported and domestic 
products are exported. 
This great 
east and west current of trade had led 
to a radical change of the course of 
the trade of the states south of the 
Ohio River and south of the state of 
Missouri. The cities of St. Louis, lx»uis- 
ville and Cincinnati now control at 
least two-thirds of the trade of those 
states on general merchandise, and 
have ^ therefore become their chief 
commercial enter post for this trade. 
These . cities comjiete actively with 
Mobile, New Orleans and (falveston. 
The cities of St. Louis, Louisville and 
Cincinnati now draw their supplies of 
domestic 
merchandise 
principally 
from the Atlantic ports of Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, and from the manufacturers in 
the New England, middle and west- 
ern states. Imported goods sold at 
these 
three 
cities of the 
west 
are chiefly received from our through 
Atlantic seaports, whence they are 
transported by rail. The city of Cin- 
cinnati will probably greatly enlarge 
her southern trade a!s a result of the 
recent completion of the Cincinnati 
Southern Railroad to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., at which point it connects 
with the railroads of the Atlantic 
and gulf states. There has been a 
rapid growth in the shipment of cot- 
ton from the cotton-growing states 
through St. Louis, Louisville and 
Cincinnati, and thence over east and 
west trunk lines to the Atlantic sea- 
g>rts and to manufacturers in New 


ngland states and other states of the 
Atlantic seaboard. 
These signs indi- 
cate an important, diversion in the 
course of trade in the northern states 
aluded to.

JOHN E. HILL. 


Death of a Man Who Had Lived in 
Port Wayne lifty Years. 


A Brief Account of His Ufe and 
BuslnesM Career. 


John E. Hill, one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Fort Wayne, died yesterday 
at noon, aged 78 years, of old age and 
pneumonia. Mr. Hill was at one time 
one of the leading citizens of Fort 
Wayne. 
He came here in 1820, near- 
ly half a century ago. 
In 1832 he 
formed 
a 
partnership 
with 
R. 
E. 
Fleming 
in 
the dry 
goods business. In 1846 he formed a 
partnership with A. M. Orbison in 
the grain, produce and commission 
business. This was in the days of the 
canal, and the firm of Hill & Orbison 
was 
known all over 
the 
west- 
ern 
country. 
It 
did 
an 
immense 
business 
and 
handled 
Ivast quantities of grain. Its place of 
business was the building now occu- 
pied by S. S. Smick, on East Colum- 
bia street. The firm had a house at 
Buffalo, N. Y., known as Hill, Flem- 
ing & Co., to which it made heavy 
consignments. In 1870 the firm of 
Hill & Orbison 
went 
out of 
existence 
after 
a 
career 


extending over about a quater of a 
century, having done its full share to- 
wards building up Fort Wayne and 
making it a prosperous city. 


Since 1870, Mr. Hill, afflicted by 
old age and ill health, has lived a 
strictly retired life, excepting a few 
months when he served as township 
trustee, to which position he was ap- 
pointed by the county commissioners 
to fill a vacancy. 


In 1839 the deceased was married to 
Eliza Evans, who survives him. He 
was the father of a large family of 
children, of whom two sons and two 
daughters survive.

be done very largely on the Canadian 
side.

tnnlty to put them into use. 
The work 
of building lake vessels lias t e c o m o al- 
most exMuct in Ontario, and there is very 
little chance of its being ever revived un- 
til the monstrouK iniquity k n o w n as the 
TiLLEV tariff has been swept into well- 
merited oblivion.

dent of the senate shall preside and 
shall open all certificates and papen 
purporting to be certificates of elec- 
toral votes. Where there are dupli- 
cate certificates from any state, or a. 
controversy as to the appointment of 
or eligibility of presidential electors, 
the dispute shall be settled by ^ e 
highest judicial tribunal of said state, 
and properly cer tified to congress 
Such decision shall be final, unless set 
aside by both houses, voting separate- 
ly. Where there are con^cting re- 
turns from any state, without a decis- 
ion from the highest judicial tribi^nal 
of such state, or with conflicting de- 
cisions from courts, each claiming to 
be the highest judicial tribunal of the 
state, tho vote of such state sjlutll 
not be counted unless both houses 
agree on the subject. The bill, or 
some similar measure, certainly ought 
to pass. We want no more 8 to 7 
commissions.

No Indians appeared at the 
y until Saturday, but seem to 
have Iteen engaged at Ouray in con- 
ducting the wildest dances and mak- 
ing the fiercest speeches. A runner 
was sent from the agency to Ouray 
with feed for the horses of Indians, 
and discovered from the noise on the 
inside that the Indians were greatly 
excited. 
What he said to them Avas 
greatly bedecked with fear. He was 
so frightened that he turned back and 
dared not deliver the hay. Sat- 
urday, at 12 o'clock, the Utes came 
into the agency and took seats inside 
the agency building. 
Jack, Colorow 
and twelve White Klver Indians and 
Ouray w^ere present. 
When the In- 
dians and commissioners had taken 
their seats. Gen. Hatch addressed the 
Indians, setting forth the full de- 
mands of the commission; its rights 
to make the demands; the patience 
already taken with the Utes. "To- 
day," he said, "is your last chance. 
We wait no longer. 
We want the 
Utes' final answer, and we want no 
evasions. [A list of the Utes charged 
by the agency 
women 
with 
taking part in the massacre was here 
presented by Mr. Hatch.] 
What we 
want is the surrender of the men 
whose names are on this paper, to be 
tried and, if guilty, punished; if in- 
nocent, acquitted." The question was 
put twice, and evasive answers re- 
turned both times, when the question 
was put a third time. Ouray replied 
without consulting the other Utes, 
saying they could not rely on the tes- 
timony of tbe women as to who were 
the guilty ones, "That is what we 
depend on," said Hateh. Adams then 
addressed the Indians, making a 
speech of over one hour's duration. 


e said we want those Utes and we 
will have 
them. 
The Indians 
held a consultation 
in a low 
tone of voice among 
themselves 
then passed the pipe of peace around, 
but not one smoked, 
instantly all 
sprang to their feet with their hands 
on their knives or pistols, and the 
whites did the same. There were six 
white men to twenty-five Indians. 
Fifteen soldiers were in an adjoining 
room. After a few moments whisper- 
ing to each other Ouray spoke, de- 
manding that these men be tried at 
Washington because they could not 
get justice in Colorado. 
This was 
agreed to, provided permission could 
be obtained from Washington. Col- 
row and Jack were immediately dis- 
patched to bring in the twelve named, 
including Douglass and Persun, saying 
they would be back in five days.

Antiquity of Atnu. 


Prof. Mudge has presented some 


interesting evidence relating to the 
antiquity of man'in the Kansas Citv 
Review of Science. He starts by as- 
suming the correctness of thegenerally 
accepted opinion among geologists 
that; man was on the earth at the 
close of the Glacial epoch, and offers 
evidence to prove that the antiquity 
of the race cannot be taken at less 
than 200,0,00 years. After the Glacial 
epoch, geologists have.recognized, by 
their effects, three others, namely, the 
Champlain, the Terrace and the Delta, 
all supposed to be of nearly equal 
length. His argument for estimating 
the duration of these epoclm is as fol- 
lows: He takes the case of the delta 
of the Mississippi, and notes the fact 
that, for a distance of about 200 miles 
of this deposit, there are to be ob- 
served buried forests of large trees, 
one over the other, with interspaces 
of sand. Ten distinct forest growths 
of this nature liave been observed, 
which must have succeeded one an- 
other. "These trees lire the bald 
sypress of the southern states. Some 
have been observed over 25 feet in 
diameter, and one contained 3,700 an- 
nual rings. In some instances these 
huge trees have grown over the stumps 
of others equally large, and such 
instances occur in all, or nearly all, 
the ten forest beds." From these facts 
it is not assuming too much to esti- 
mate the antiquity of each of these 
forest growths at 10,000 years, or 100,- 
000 years for the 10 forests. This esti- 
mate would not take into account the 
interval of time—which doubtless was 
considerable—that elapsed between 
the ending of one forest and the be- 
ginnihg.of another. "Such evidence," 
concludes 
Prof. 
Mudge, "would 


be received in any court of law as 
sound and satisfactory. We do not 
see how such proof is to be discarded 
when applied to the antiquity of our 
race. There is satisfactory evidence 
that man lived in the Champlain 
epoch. But the Terrace epoch, or the 
jreater part of it, intervenes between 
-he Champlain and Delta epochs, tbus 
adding to my 100,000 years. If only 
as much time is given to both these 
epochs as to the Delia epoch, 200,000 
years is the total result."

Sunday. 


Three children, belonging t5 Robt. 
Craig, of Union City, were poisoned 
Saturday by using cabbage, over which 
Paris-green had been sprinkled while 
growing. 
They are in a dangerous 
condition. 


John Rowe, a wealthy farmer, liv- 
ing three miles north of Hagerstown, 
Wayne county, was poisoned last Fri- 
day by inhalation of vapor from red 
oak timber with which he was work- 
ing. 
After sufiering terrible agony 
for a long time, he died. 


Wm. H. Jackson and a man named 
McClure, agents of the Banner Wind- 
mill Company, of Indianapolis, were 
arrested at Evansville on a charge^ of 
swindling a farmer of Curdsville, Ky., 
out of $540 by the notes of that some- 
what mysterious company. 


Mrs. Nancy J. Fawcett, alias Patty, 
was sentenced by the circuit court at 
Logansport, on Saturday, to eight 
years' confinement in the penitentiary 
and a fine of $100 for complicity in 
tlie robbery and murder of John Ray- 
mond Jackson, last summer. 


A collision occurred between tw(j 
freight trains at the crossing of 
the 
Baltimore and Ohio and the I., P. and 
C. railroads, at Walkerton, Ind., about 
1 o'clock last Saturday morning, bad- 
ly wrecking the caboose of 
the B.

The body of an unknown man v»as 
found in the woods about three miles 
west of North Manchester, last Satur- 
day, partly eaten by hogs. 
It is 8Ui>- 
posea to be David Kerns, a well-to-do 
farmer living close to where the body 
was found. He had had trouble with 
his wife, and left to rid himself of her 
about three or four weeks ago.

body is too badly mutilated to be cer- 
tain whether it is Kerns or not. 
If it 
is, in all probability he was murdered' 


In the case of Veydagh vs. Vigo 
county, which has been on trial all 
the week at Green castle, the jury on 
Saturday evening returned a verdict 
for the plaintifl in the sum of $10,- 
325. 
"Veydagh is an architect, who 
was given the contract for supervis- 
ing the building of the Frankfort 
court house seven years ago. 
The 
commissioners 
were 
subsequently 
enjoined from building, and suit for 
the commission followed, with 
the 
result as indicated, after years of cost- 
ly litigation. 


At a negro church festival at Mitch- 
ell on last Thursday night two little 
girls got into a chiidisli row, when the 
women interfered.

A n t i q u i t y o f M.au. 


Prof. Mudge 
has presented 
some 
interesting evidence relating to the 
antiquity of man in the Kansas City 
Review of Sdcncc. 
He starts by as- 
suming the correctness of the generally 
accepted opinion among 
geologists 
that man waa on the earth at the 
close of the Glacial epoch, and otters 
evidence to prove that the antiquity 
of the race cannot be taken at less 
than 200,000 years. After the Glacial 
epoch, geologists have recognized, by 
their ellects, three others, namely, the 
Ohamplain, the Terrace and the Delta, 
all supposed to be of nearly equal 
length. 
His argument for estimating 
the duration of these epochs is as fol- 
lows: 
He takes the ease of the delta 
of the Mississippi, and notes the fact 
that, for a distance of about 200 miles 
of this deposit, there are to be ob- 
served buried forests of large trees, 
one over the other, with interspaces 
of sand. 
Ten distinct forest growths 
of this nature have been observed, 
which must have succeeded one an- 
other. 
"These trees are the 
bald 
cypress of the southern states. 
Some 
have been observed over 25 feet in 
diameter, and one contained 5,700 an- 
nual rings. 
In some instances these 
huge trees have grown over the stumps 
of others equally large, and 
such 
instances occur in all, or nearly all, 
the ten forest beds." From these facts 
it is not assuming too much to esti- 
mate the antiquity of each of these 
forest growths at 10,000 years, or 100,- 
000 years for the 10 forests. This esti- 
mate would not take into account the 
interval of time—which doubtless was 
considerable—that elapsed 
between 
the ending of one forest and the be- 
ginning of another. "Such evidence," 
concludes 
Prof. 
Mudge, 
"would 
be received in any court of law as 
sound and satisfactory. 
We do not 
see how such proof is to be discarded 
when applied to the antiquity of our 
race. 
There is satisfactory evidence 
that man lived in the Cham plain 
epoch. 
But the Terrace epoch, or the 
greater part of it, intervenes between 
the Champlain and Delta epochs, thus 
adding to my 100,000 years. 
If only 
as much timp is given to both these 
epochs as to the Delta epoch, 200,000 
years is the total result."
